EULIPOL NEARLY 
2 HOURS TODAY

A partial eclipse of the sun started, 
on schedule 
had 


as is usual with eclipses, 
at 8:55 a. m. today. Astronomers 
calculated the hour in. advance, 


their figures showed that the eclipse 
would be over at 10:47 a. m. At thé 
moment of greatest obsctration the 
moon’s shadow covered 25 per cent of 
the lower part of the sun’s surface. 

The eclipse could be observed by amu 
teurs through smoked glasses or through 
& small hole punched in a card. 

Two corps of astronomers viewed the 
eclipse at St, Louis University. The 
Revs. Francis Gerst, J. Joliat and ®. 
Poettker, of the faculty, used a 6-inch 
telescope. The Revs.’ Dénnis tsurns and 
James Macelwane observed the sun 
through a 3-inch glass. They are mem- 
bers of the faculty of Loyol@ Acad- 
emy. 

Both parties“Saw two large sun spots 
near the middle of the sun’s. equator. 
Thesé were first observed about ‘8:15, 
whenithe suh was approaching eclipse. 

In no part of the United States was 
the: eclipse total. The line ‘of totality 
extended through parts of Colombia:and 
Venezuela and across the Pacific Ocean. 

In’ every detail. the eclipse observa 
tions as to start, duration and finish, 
correspond with the calculations pre 
pared by the Rev. Bernard Goesse, as- 
tronomer at St. Louis University _nd 
published in advance by the Post-Dis- 
patch last week.

President Wilson's. arrival this, morn- 
ing Was greeted by’ the densest 
crowd which has been 
Union Station. since Dr. Cook, polar 
Claimant, made his memorable visit to 
St. Leuis in 1909. It was not.an excited 
or a demonstrative crowd, and there 
were few such cries as are commonly 


heard in a Roosevelt crowd; but for 
numbers it outdid any gathering that

The people were packed closely in the 
entire west half of the station midway, 
and the stairway and balcony in_ the 
center of the midway were overrun. 

Presidential Salute Fired. 

At 8 o’clock a salute of 21 guns, fired 
from the: EKighteenth street: bridge, an- 
nounced the train’s entrance uuder tn2 
train shed. 

As the ‘train backed in, those within 
the midway inclosure saw: President 
Wilson standing; in the rear of the 
car wearing a fur-lined overcoat. It 
was still. 20 minutes to the time set: for 
receiving the Business Men’s League 
‘The President went inside 
and spent the 20 minutes reading a 
morning newspaper, apparently greatly 
interested. Mrs. Wilson remained in 
her stateroom ontil the committee en- 
tered the car. 

At the appointed moment President 
Howard of the Business Men's League 
boarded the car and greeted the Presi- 
dent.

These are days of infinite preju- 
dice and passion, because they are 
days of war. It is said by an old 
maxim that amidst war the law is 
silent. It is also true that amidst 
war the judgment is silent. Men 
press forward toward their object 
with a certain degree of blind reck- 
legsness, and they are apt to excite 
their passions, particularly against 
those who stand in their way, and 
therefore; this is the situation that 
I have come to remind you of, for 
you need merely to have it stated 
to see it.

America, depends upon the aroused 
passion of other nations, and not 
upon the motives of the nation it- 
self, and it is for, that reason that 
4a have come to call you to @ con- 
sciousness of the necessity for pre- 
paring this country for anything that 
might happen.

Crawford sent in his resignation as a 
member of the board of trustees of the 
Methodis§ Episcopal Church Friday 
night.

The Frisco has not had a, train 
through ‘here since S@turday night, and 
the Iron ‘Mountain Was washed out be- 
tween here and Piedmont and between 
here and Dexter Sunday night. 

The Iron Mountain estimates its dam 
age at nearly $80,000, and it will cost 
about that much*to repair the other 
railroads in Southeast Missouri.

“I am a believer not only in some o 
the men who talk, though not all of 
them, but also in that vast body of 
my fellow citizens who do not do any 
talking, and I wouftl a great deal rather 
listen to the still small voice that comes 
out of the great body of ‘the nation 
than to all the vocal orators in the 
land. But there are times when I must 
come out and say, ‘do not let the voice 
be too small and too still;’ when I must 
come out and say, ‘Fellow citizens, get 
up on your hind legs and talk and teli 
the people who represents you, where. 
ever they are in your state capital or in 
your national capital that what this 
nation desires and demands. Because 
that thing that everybody is listening 
for in a democracy is the tramp, tramp, 
tramp of the facts.’ 


Gives an Example. 


“Did you ever realize what the force 
of a-democracy is? May I give you 
® small, whimsical example? A cynice, 
English writer once said that the prob- 
lem in every nation was how out of a 
multitude of knaves to make an honest 
people. Now, I for my part deny ut- 
terlf that it is a multitude of knaves, 
but if it were a multitude of knaves as 


States you could make an honest nation 
out of them in this way. They are not 
all interested in the same things selfish- 
ly at the?same time; they are going to 


sense to the proposition. # 

“Shall we be caught unawares and 
do a scientific job like tyros and ig- 
noramuses? Or shall we be ready? 
Shall we' know how to do it, and when 
it is necessary to do it, shall we do it 
to the queen's taste? I know what tha 
answer of America is, but I want it to 
be unmistakably uttered, and I want it 
to be unmistakably uttered now. Be- 
cause, speaking with all solemnity, I 
avsure you that there is‘not a day to be 
lost; not, understand me, because of 
any new or -specially_ critical matter, 
but because I cannot tell 24 hours at a 
time whether there is going to be trou- 
ble or not. 

“And whether there is or not does not 
depend upon what I do or what I say, 
cr-upon what any man in the United 
States does or says. It depends upon 
what foreign Governments do; what tie 
commanders of ships at sea do; what 
those in charge of submarines do; what 
those who are conducting blockades do; 
upon the judgment of a score of men, 
big and little, ong, the vital issues of 
peace or war for the United States. 

“This month should not go by with- 
out something decisive being done 
by the people of the United States by 
way of preparation of the arms of 
self-vindication and defense. 

“My heart burns within me, my 
fellow citizens when I think of the 
importance of this matter and of all 
that is involved. I am sorry that 
there should be anybody in the United 
States who goes about crying out 
for war. There are mien, but they 
are irresponsible men, who do a 
great deal of talking, and they are 
appealing-to some of the most fun- 
damental and dangerous passions of 
the human heart. They are appeal- 
ing, indeed, te some of the handsom- 
est passions of the human heart. If 
I see somebody suffering, suffering 
cruelly, suffering unjustly and be- 
lieve by the exercise of force on my 
part I can stop the suffering,- it is 
not a low but an exalted passion 
which leads me to wish to go in and 
help. And there dre men in this 
country, men by the thousand, who 
believe that we ought to intervene 
to stop the intolerable suffering 
which is involved in some of the pro- 
cesses of this terrible war. Yet, 
for my part, am so convinced that 
we can help better by keeping out 
of the war, by giving our financial re- 
sources to the use of the injured 
world; by giving our cotton and our 
woolen stuffs to clothe the world; I 
am so convinced that the processes 
of peace are the helpful an 
and redeeming forces that 
see how any man can think that by 
adding to the number of guns you 
can decrease the suffering or the 
tragedy of the world. 

Tragedy Abroad. 

“There is tragedy abroad in the world, 
my fellow citizens. We in these peace- 
ful areas of this blessed country g0 
about our daily tasks unmiolested an 
unafraid. It seems very strange that 
this tragedy should be enacted while we 
Hie so still apd peaceful in our own 
abodes. Rut the world has never before 
in the history of mankind seen war 
upon such a scale, seen war with so 
many terrible features, seen the sweep 
of destruction comparable to that which 
is now devastating the fleld of Europe. 
We think our own Civil We e of the 
bloodiest wars in history, but all the 
sugferings of all the four years of that 
war are as dust in the balance as com- 
pared to the losses and sufferings and 
sacrifices which are being witnessed in 
Europe and upon the seas today. We 
are witnessing a cataclysm, and God 
only knows what the issues will. be. 

‘“‘See, therefore, the noble part that is 
assigned to America—to stand steady, 
to stand cool, to Keep alive all the 
wholesome processes of peace; and we 
who are trustees to repair the world 
when the damage is done must take 
counsel with one another how we shall 
see to it that we shall not be prevented

The Frankfurter Zeitung then refers 
to Germany's excellent military situa- 
tion and to the prospect that the mili- 
tary resources of the allies will be ex- 
hausted and that Great Britain’s finan- 
cial resources will fail.

“But all this might change suddenly— 
and this is obviously England's hope—if 
the allies secured a new helper, who 
would grant unlimited loans and fur-

Out, Baby Killed in 
Mother’s Arms. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—The removal by the 
Government of most of the restricgions 
on the publication of news about the 
air raids has released ea flood of ac- 
counts of the latest visit of the raiders. 

A part of Staffordshire was the only 
place where material damage was done 

The towns in this district, were .fully 
lighted when the Zeppelin approached 
and the light appears to have been of 


considerable use to the visiters before 


the electricity could be shut off, 

The deaths and injuries in this dis- 
trict Were in many cases attended by 
harrowing circumstances, as, for in 
stance, the killing of thé woman mis- 
sionary with a Bible in her hand, of 
a baby in its mothers arms as she 
was nursing it, of a whole family aa it 
sat around the fireplace, as also the de- 
capitation of a workman and the cut- 
ting off of a woman's legs in the street 
while she stood watching the airship. 

Much Havoc 

Workmen's houses were biown to 
atoms, churches were destroyed, build- 
ings were unroofed. 

The story of the killing of the woman 
missionary is thus given in detail by a 
correspondent who is a member of the 
game parish: 

‘Not far from the center of the town 


j ig the church, separated by a short dis- 


tance from the chapel tn which a mis- 
sion for women and girls was in prog 
ress... The woman missionary, wife of a 
well-known vicar, was standing, Bible 
in hand, addressing—an audience of 200 
women and girls, when a bomb 
dropped between the church and. the 
mission chapel. 

“It made a hole in the ground four 
feet deep and 12 feet in diameter within 
2 feet of the chapel. There was a 
blinding flash, then all was darkness. 
The woman missionary was struck by 
a huge fragment of shell and killed 


‘instantly. 


Two Other Women Killed. 

“Another woman and a young gir! 
were also killed on the spot. The 
screams of the injured arose in the 
darkness and many persons were tram- 
pled in the confusion and panic which 
prevailed for a few moments. Two cler- 
gymen were present at the meeting and 
both were injured. Many worked he- 
roically at the task of rescue. The 
church and the vicarage were partly 
wrecked by bomb fragments, which 
bored holes several inches deep in the 
solid masonry.”

WA SLAIN, SAYS 
~ TURKISH REBEL 


Cherif- Pasha Declares Young 
Turks Caused Death of the 
Crown Prince. 


PARIS, Feb. 3.—“‘Yussof Iledin, what- 
ever may be said, was assassinated by 
his suite by order of the Committee of 
Union and Progress,” said Cherif Pasha, 
who, with Prince Sabah Euin, directs 
the personal movement of the Turkish 
opposition, to a reporter for the Matin. 
“Latterly Yussof had revolted against 
the dictatorship of the young Turks, He 
became dangerdus, and has been re- 
moved. His successor and cousin, Va- 
hidedin, is even more hostile to the 
young Turks than was Yussof. I should 
not like to make prediction regarding 
the length of his life,”" said Cheriff Pa- 
sha in conclusion. 

A dispatch from Constantinople by 
way of Berlin yesterday said Yussot, 
the heir to the Turkish throne, had 
killed himself in his palace by cutting 
his arteries because of ill health, 

Later details supplied from the same 
source said the Prince took his life by 
opening a vein in his left arm, that a 
statement declaring he had met his 
death by suicide was signed by all the 
rrincipal doctors in Constantinople and 
that the Prince was buried at Stamboul, 
the day after his death. 

Yussof Izzedin, who was born at Con- 
stantinople, Oct. 9, 1857, was a cousin of 
present Sultan. Vahid Edin, who is 
mentioned as the new heir-apparent, was 
born..at Constantinople, In 1861, and is 
the brother of the present Sultan.

Certainly this activity 
should not be further extended under the 
present condition of the board's finances 
and under ne consideration until we 
are certain that we have ample means 
to properly take care of in proper sur- 
roundings every child of school age in 
the city.” ‘ 
Expenditure Exceeds Receipts. 

During the fiscal year which ended 
June 30 last, the report says, the board's 
expenditures exceeded its receipts by 
about $240,000. This was taken ¢;7e of, 
it is stated, by having a cash balance 
of $613,000 at the beginning of the fiscal 
year. The excess of. expenditures over 
receipts was caused, it is stated, by the 
completion of the Grover Cleveiand 
High Schoo! and the construction of 
the Bryan Mullanphy School. 

President Mauch, after reviewing the 
board’s finances, says that with strict 
economy the board can continue to 
build its schoolhouses and buy its sites 
from current revenue for some years. 
4t present,.the report says, 5600 pupils 
are in portable sehool buildings, . which 
were originally intended only to take 
care of overflows or establish new 
school centers. The permanent build- 
ings needed at present, in the opinion 
of Supt. Blewett, would mean an outlay 
of about $3,000,000, the report says. This 
would cover a period of years for con- 
struction. 

The board has no bonded or other in- 
debtednhess, the report shows, and the 
6-mill tax rate, from which it now de- 
rives its income, is the legal maximum. 

Saving in Year of $27,931. 

The board saved $27,931.18 last year, 
the report states, through the change 
effected by the reorganization of tho 
Building Department in 1910. By this 
change the architect and drafting room 
were separated from the board, and u 
contract was‘entered into with the then 
Commissioner of School Buildings (Ww. 
B. Ittner) as architect, and a new com- 
missioner was elected. 

The board, Mauch states, is thus — re- 
Heved of the heavy overhead charge in 
carrying on the drafting room~pbut if 
the board were able to undertake new 
building work to meet existing needs it 
would not save so much in the item of 
architectural service. 

Regarding the lunchrooms maintained 
in the six high schools, President Mauch 
Says every preeaution is used, and that 
the board contracts with dairy com- 
panies for the exclusive use of a herd 
ef cows kept separate from others, an: 
under special sanitary supervision. This 
makes the milk more expensive, he says, {
